this wisest of all his countrymen thus 
wrought in futility. 

Had Franklin prevailed he would 
have rendered his country an incalcu- 
lable service. Not only has protection 
destroyeil our foreign carrying tnule, 
while tree traile has increased Eng- 
land's three hundred |ier cent.; but at 
last protection has succeeded in great- 
2^ira|miring our grain growing indus- 
try. It will be many a long day be- 
fore the Northwest produces dollar 
wheat. England has attendeil to that. 
We would not trade with her on fair 
terms, so she ex|)ended hundreds of 
niillions developing other wheat lielts, 
and th<ise other wheat lielts lutve play- 
e<t the mischief with the western far- 
mer. Had we tradeil with Fmgland 
on e<|uitahle terms, India wheat would 
ueyer have brought down the price wl 
Chicago wheat — never. Then? are 
people who think the so trailed demon- 
etiiation of silver did it. They are 
much mistaken. I'nitection did it.
